Birmingham. 

Karl, of Hall Lane, has run at Orlando and Miami 
in Florida, Tallahassee and New Orleans, Phoenix in 
Arizona and in Milwaukee, all in the USA, since he 
began the challenge in Zurich, Switzerland, on New 
Year’s Day.

After the latest marathon he wrote on his Face- 
book page: “Seven down 45 to go. 

“But this week with New Orleans, not only was 
there an open air festival, also with free beer, I hap¬ 
pened to destroy my last week’s record by running in 
three hours and 53 mins.” 

Karl suffered 37 per cent burns to his hands, legs, 
arms and face when he and his comrades came under 
attack from a mob in Iraq. 

He had to learn to walk again and had multiple 
operations after his tank was petrol bombed in Sep¬ 
tember 2005.

MILLIONS of pounds in 
grants funding Sandwell 
children’s centres have been 
cut. 

This has hit schemes designed to 
reduce teenage pregnancy and tackle 
youth offending. 

Early intervention cash, which also 
helped to subsidise services to cut drugs 
misuse, provide school choice advisers and

create safer communities, has been cut by 
more than £3 million after Government 
funding for 21 centres fell to £9.153m. 

The 17 per cent reduction in funding is 
considerably more than the anticipated 
12.9 per cent cut. 

Children’s centre bosses this week said 
the cuts could affect services including mid¬ 
wifery, family support workers and finan¬ 
cial advice. 


Mystery over fatal fall 


THE family of an ex-soldier who 
died after falling from a Sandwell 
high-rise block will probably never 
know the circumstances surrounding 
his death. 

An open verdict was recorded at an 
inquest into the death of Robert Gordon, 
aged 25, who fell from the eighth floor of 
Harry Price House, Lion Farm estate, 
Oldbury, on August 8. For more than six 
weeks his family kept a vigil at his bedside 
at Selly Oak Hospital where he died on 
September 20. 

A former Private in the Queen’s Royal 
Hussars, he had served seven months in 
Afghanistan and seven months in Iraq 
during five years of Army service. 


After the verdict at Smethwick 
Coroner’s Court last week his mother, 
Elizabeth Gordon, 48, of Russell Close, 
Tividale, said: “We are all very proud of 
him and he was very proud to have served 
his country. 

“He has been remembered by the 
charity Help For Heroes on their website 
now, and he’s on a plaque of remembrance 
in Germany.” 

The inquest heard Mr Gordon, a 
machine operator, died of injuries suffered 
in the fall from the balcony of his flat. 

Black Country Coroner Robin Balmain 
said: “I don’t know how it is he fell but I’m 
not going to record he killed himself. 
There’s a possibility it was an accident.” 


The centre now hope to offset the impact 
of cuts by not replacing outgoing staff. 

Sue Lane, of Sandwell Primary Care 
Trust, which is the lead agency for Uplands 
and Friar Park Sure Start Children’s 
Centres, said: “We’re hoping to keep the 
impact on the families that use our centres 
to a minimum. 

“We have been reviewing our budgets 
and not replacing staff as they leave.” 

Councillor Bob Badham, Sandwell 
Council’s borough children and families 
boss, said services would inevitably be 
affected but guaranteed that no children’s 
centres will close. 

Guaranteed 

He said that exact budgets for services 
had yet to be finalised but added: “I can 
announce already that we will not be 
closing any children’s centres. We will be 
keeping all 21 open, seeing where we can 
make savings and working with our part¬ 
ners to minimise the effect of the cuts on the 
valuable services these centres provide to 
Sandwell families. 

“Services we provide that are funded by 
the overall early intervention grant will 
inevitably be affected by these draconian 
Government cuts. 

“Exact budget allocations for individual 
services have yet to be finalised. What I can 
say though is that we will be doing all we 
can to protect our most valuable frontline 
services.” 


Flats idea for mansion is revived 


PLANS to convert an 
historic Great Barr 
mansion into homes 
have been resurrected. 

Sandwell Council wants to 
turn Grade Il-listed Red 
House in Red House Park into 
11 apartments. 

There are also plans to build 
seven detached houses or six 
bungalows on land nearby. 

Last year the authority put 
previous plans to turn the 
building into apartments on 
hold but a letter from the 


council to residents in the area 
reveals it is now going ahead.. 

The letter said the building 
is suitable for conversion into 
11 luxury apartments but said 
this was not a financially 
viable option for a developer 
given the condition of the 
building. 

It added: “It is therefore rec¬ 
ommended that the disposal 
be packaged together with the 
currently vacant site off Hill 
Lane to make a more attrac¬ 
tive proposition for a prospec¬ 
tive developer.” 


Residents have been con¬ 
cerned about the future of Red 
House for years after repeated 
attacks by vandals. 

Petition 

The Friends of Red House 
Park had called for the build¬ 
ing to be turned into a commu¬ 
nity centre and collected a 
petition with 2,964 signature 
backing the proposal. 

Sandwell Council planning 
bosses have already submitted 
plans to demolish buildings 
attached to the empty 


mansion. It will demolish the 
squash courts and public 
toilets on the north side of the 
site as well as the former 
Jumping Jacks nursery. 

But Friends of Red House 
Park Chairman Bill Gunn, of 
Waddington Avenue, said this 
was not enough. “In 2002 we 
formed this group to fight to 
save the Red House for the 
community. But in nine years 
no-one has come along to take 
it on. 

“I’ll be very sad to see it 
become apartments.”

I haven’t got a final 
figure but it is about £150,000.”

Waste plant potential jobs boost 


AMULTI-MILLION pound waste treatment 
plant planned for Sandwell has the potential 
to create hundreds of jobs in the borough. 

The £15 million Eagle Recovery Transfer Hub, in 
Hill Top, will replace a derelict plot of land on the 
Eagle Lane Industrial Estate. 

Construction will create 95 jobs and 20 for con¬ 
tracts for nearby firms while ten people will run the 
plant when complete. 

Bosses say the site also has potential to create a 
further 779 jobs for firms in the region through pro¬ 
vision of services and materials. It will treat 


Sandwell household waste —paper, glass, cans, plas¬ 
tics and cardboard, along with a composting facility. 

There will also be a biological treatment plant for 
rubbish that cannot be recycled or composted. 

Facilities include an odour control system includ¬ 
ing a fan, filter units and a 55ft chimney stack to the 
north of the plant. 

Demolition of buildings at the 30-acre site, includ¬ 
ing the former GA Transport, is expected to end this 
month. The council ownsthe land after a compul¬ 
sory purchase order. 

There is provision for 20 parking spaces, eight for 
staff.

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Work to start on 
travellers’ site

WORK on a £1.6 million 
gipsy site in Tipton is to start 
within months. 

Proposals for the Brierley Lane 
site had stalled last summer as 
travellers objected. 

Plans involved them moving from a 
30-year-old site nearby, but they com¬ 
plained about having to move and said 
the fencing height was inadequate, 
among a string of complaints. 
However, after six months of negotia¬ 
tions problems were ironed out and 
work is set to start in May. 

The existing site in Brierley Lane 
will be cleared and facilities created 
on land next to it. Once completed the 
site will include 16 pitches, new 
amenity buildings and landscaping. 

The site will be screened from the 
roadby hedges and trees with individ¬ 
ual pitches fenced off, with ample 
parking , paving and decking. 

Originally Sandwell Council had 
proposed constructing plots of differ¬ 
ent sizes, to form starter pitches and 
retirement pitches. 

However, the residents objected, 


asking for plots of uniform measure¬ 
ments. The council has now moved 
boundaries to make all individual 
sites equal and made changes to the 
lighting. 

Councillor Simon Hackett, 
Sandwekk’s cabinet member for 
housing, described the alterations to 
the original design as “minor” and said 
the work would start in three months 
time. 

Government 

He said: “Consultation on a slightly 
revised layout was carried out and the 
community at Brierley Lane was sat¬ 
isfied with it. 

“We are now working on plans for 
the work to be carried out in May.” 

He added: “The money to pay for the 
work is coming from a Government 
grant and there will be no impact on 
the council taxpayer.” 

The total cost of the upgrade is 
£1,663,326 and is part of a national 
campaign to spruce up gipsy and trav¬ 
eller sites across the country, to bring 
the travellers’ homes up to the Gov¬ 
ernment’s Decent Homes Standard. 


Bid to turn wasteland 
into housing estates 


SWATHES of derelict land in Tipton are 
set to be brought back to life with plans to 
build homes. 

Planners were yesterday (Wednesday) consid¬ 
ering the application from Mar City Develop¬ 
ments for permission for 151 homes on vacant 
land on Rosemary Road, Thursfield Road and 
Alexandra Road. 

The vacant land used to be part of the Little Burton 
council estate. Sandwell’s planning committee was 
recommended to approve the plans at its meeting this 
week. 

If approved, the development would sit alongside 
the proposed £8.8 million Tipton sw immin g pool, and 
the eight-acre former Sigmacast foundry which is 
being turned into a development of 87 houses by 
developers Redrow. 

The development would include 18 two-bed apart¬ 


ments, 42 two-bed houses, 54 three-bed houses, 30 
four-bed houses and six five-bed houses, with a mix of 
two and three storeys. 

In a report to the committee, planning officer Mr 
John Baylay stated: “The proposal is to be welcomed 
as it is supported by planning policy and will help 
bring a large area of derelict land back into beneficial 
use.” 

Welcome 

Tipton Green Councillor Ahmadul Haque MBE, 
said: “The homes will be welcome in the area. 

“I’m very, very pleased about this development. We 
have been campaigning for the regeneration of the 
area for years.” 

The new leisure centre will include a 25-metre 
swimming pool, a learner pool, gym, changing facili¬ 
ties and community room. 

Once built, the pool will replace the ageing Tipton 
Swimming Centre in Queens Road.

A SCHEME providing free circuit 
training and other exercise for 
Sandwell Council workers will cost 
£972. 

The workplace fitness scheme takes place 
over 36 sessions, running for 12 weeks, for 
council employees. 

It runs until March 31. Sessions, by 
Sandwell Leisure Trust, cost the council£27 
a session — a total of £972 — figures released 
under the Freedom of Information Act show. 

They are outside work hours on Mondays 
at the council-owned Training and Develop¬ 
ment Centre, Oldbury; Wednesdays at 
Smethwick’s Harry Mitchell Leisure Centre 
and Thursdays at West Bromwich Town 
Hall.

Car fell apart during chase 


A FATHER-OF-THREE who 
smashed a Sandwell primary 
school’s entrance door in anger 
has been fined.

Mrs Foxall 
said: “My client is extremely sorry for any 
distress that he caused at the school and 
the damage that he caused.” 

Magistrates fined him £185, and ordered 
Smith pay £300 compensation to the school 
and a £15 victim surcharge. 

Chairwoman of the bench Mrs Barbara 
Sayin said: “We have taken on board what’s 
happened and we have given credit for the 
early guilty plea.” 

A collection order was also made for the 
money.

Van driver

A MAN who died in 
a collison on a motor¬ 
way in Oxfordshire 
last week was from 
West Bromwich.

Tanker 

Emergency services 
were called at 6.15am 
after a the tanker, carry¬ 
ing flammable gasses 
was hit from the rear by a 
Luton Box Van. 

A similar type van, 
driven by Mr Nock, was 
then also involved in the 
collision. 

The driver of the first 
van was trapped in 
wreckage and rescue 
crews worked for about 
an hour to cut him free.

Shell shocked! Bomb 
scare sees hundreds 
in sudden evacuation

HUNDREDS of people were 
evacuated after a Second World 
War bomb was handed in to a 
Black Country police station - 
after being discovered by the 
father of Britain’s Got Talent star 
Connie Talbot. 

Wednesbury bus station was closed, 
the town’s Morrisons supermarket 
evacuated and children and pension¬ 
ers led to safety after police were 
alerted to the three foot-long shell. 

A 1,000ft cordon was set up around the 
police station, in Holyhead Road on Thurs¬ 
day, where the device, later revealed to be 
an inert Second World War shell, was lying 
in Gavin Talbot’s work van. 

Around 50 residents of high rise block 
Russell House for the elderly were evacu¬ 
ated and taken by double decker bus to 
nearby Mecca Bingo, just outside the 
exclusion zone on the corner of Holyhead 
Road and Dudley Street. 

They were joined by 53 staff and chil¬ 
dren from nearby Wonderland Nursery. 

The shell had been unwittingly picked 
up by Mr Talbot, father of Streetly singing 
star Connie, during a house clearance in 
Leicester earlier in the day. 

The 43-year-old then embarked on a 55- 
mile journey in his van to a tip in Walsall 
Road, Darlaston, where the shell was 
uncovered. 

Army 

“One of the lads must have loaded it on 
to the van without realising,” said Mr 
Talbot, who runs property maintenance 
company Gavin Talbot Services. 

“When we got to the tip I saw it and 
thought, what the hell is that? 

“I think one of the guys at the tip was an 
ex-Army officer and he said ‘that looks like 
a bomb to me, let’s get it to the police’.” 

Father-of-three Mr Talbot, who is 
married to Sharon, drove carefully to 
Wednesbury police station, where he told 
an officer about the device which was 
sitting in his van outside. 

“I couldn’t believe it when the police man 


came out and said ‘that’s a bomb’. 

“Then all of a sudden the alarms were 
going and they were evacuating every¬ 
thing nearby. 

“The Army disposal guy said we had 
done the right thing and thankfully, it 
wasn’t explosive.” 

There were queues of traffic as roads 
including Holyhead Road, Potters Lane 
and Russell Street were cordoned off with 
police tape while the Army’s Explosives 
Ordnance Disposal team was called in. 

Staff and shoppers were ordered out of 
Morrisons, directly opposite the police 
station, following the alert at 3.40pm. 

Roland Prentice aged 70, of nearby 
Russell House tower block, who was in the 
store when the alarm was raised, said: 


“Staff started coming round saying ‘every¬ 
one out’. 

“They told us a bus was coming to take 
everybody to Mecca Bingo for tea and 
coffee, while the Army was called.” 

Hayley Sowden, aged 39, manager of the 
nursery on Holyhead Road said: “The chil¬ 
dren were not fazed at all. It was just a big 
adventure to them.” 

Surreal 

Staff at the bingo hall provided drinks 
and crisps for the children. Donna Brown- 
hill, duty manager at Mecca Bingo, said: 
“The police arrived en mass just before 
4pm to see if we could offer shelter for the 
youngsters and pensioners and we were 
only too happy to help. The whole thing has 


really surreal. I have never seen anything 
like it in the 13 years I have worked here.” 

An Army robot erected in the middle of 
Holyhead Road by the Explosives Ord¬ 
nance Disposal Regiment from Ashchurch 
in Gloucestershire discovered the shell 
had no explosives and the area was 
declared safe shortly before 6pm. 

Inspector Mark Cooper of Wednesbury 
police station, who headed the 20-strong 
evacuation team, said: “This was a Second 
World War bomb that was picked up 
during a house clearance. When incidents 
like this occur our first priority is to make 
sure people in the area are safe.”

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Drunk 
driver 
stole a 
double 
decker 

A POLISH drunk stole a 
double decker bus then 
went on a £13,000 
rampage through West 
Bromwich, mounting 
pavements and putting 
lives at risk, a court heard. 

Janusz Moiczek smashed 
into another double decker 
after taking the vehicle from 
the Travel West Midlands 
depot in West Bromwich. 

At one point the 30-year-old, 
who was almost double the drink- 
drive limit and only had a provi¬ 
sional licence, drove on to the 
pavement. 

The rampage only came to an 
end when he smashed into a 
garden fence in Beechwood Road. 

Kelly Hale, prosecuting at 
Warley Magistrates Court last 
week, said: “Given the size of the 
bus, the risk to the public was 
great. 

Pavement 

“He was driving under the 
influence of alcohol - at one point 
he has mounted the pavement. 
During that two minutes 
someone could have been seri¬ 
ously injured or a fatality occur.” 

The court heard events 
unfolded at 4am on a Thursday. 
CCTV footage showed Moiczek, of 
Northcod in Southall, London, 
climbing into a single-decker bus 
but he could not start it. 

The double decker that was 
taken from the depot in Oak Lane 
was driven in Oak Lane, Hazel- 
beech Road and Beechwood Road. 

Police were alerted to the 
matter after a resident in Beech¬ 
wood Road called 999 to say a bus 
had crashed into a wall. 

Police found Moiczek trying to 
escape over a fence. 

Moiczek’s reason for being in 
the Black Country was not clear. 

Damage 

Describing the crash, a mother - 
of-two who lives in Beechwood 
Road but did not want to be 
named, said: “I heard a loud crash 
and when I looked out there was 
this massive double decker bus 
with an alarm sounding. 

“It was madness.” 

Ms Hale said £8,000 damage 
was done to the bus and £5,000 
damage was caused to the bus he 
hit as he came out of the depot. 

Moiczek pleaded guilty to 
drink-driving, driving without a 
licence, driving without insur¬ 
ance and aggravated vehicle 
taking. 

The case was adjourned until 
March 10 when he will appear at 
Wolverhampton Crown Court for 
sentence.

Sandwell are to be cut 
by almost half due to 
budget cuts. 

Borough attractions includ¬ 
ing the historic Oak House in 
West Bromwich and Wednes- 
bury Museum and Art Gallery 
will be closed over the winter. 

There will also be shorter 
opening hours during the 
summer. 

The changes will come into 
force on April 1. 

Sandwell’s leisure chief, 
Councillor Ann Shackleton, 
was expected to approve the 
plan at a meeting this week. 

It will include the loss of 10 
jobs which are set to be met by 
voluntary retirement and not 
filling vacancies. 

A report to Councillor 
Shackleton states that 
although visitor numbers at 
borough museums have 
increased over the past four 
years, specially organised 
events bring in the most visi¬ 
tors, with little or no increase 


in usage on days when there 
are no activities. 

In a report, Brian Aldridge, 
Sandwell Council’s service 
director for learning and 
culture, says: “It is clear that 
current museum service 
opening hours have been 
established to respond to very 
different audiences to those 
we are currently attracting.” 

Staff 

Changes proposed include 
closing museums between 
December and February, later 
opening and earlier closure of 
sites in the summer, while the 
Oak House and Wednesbury 
Museum staff will work across 
both sites with only one site 
being open at any one time. 

The reports states the clo¬ 
sures mean the number of 
casual visitor opening hours is 
cut from 12,360 to 7,416. 

Cllr Shackleton said: 
“Although the opening hours 
will have to be reduced, the 
museums will still open if 
booked for special events or 
schools.”

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Pottery pieces 
get first display

NEW pieces donated to the 
world-famous Black Country 
Ruskin Pottery collection have 
gone on display in Sandwell. 

Wednesbury Museum and Art 
Gallery holds the world’s largest col¬ 
lection of the pottery made in Smeth¬ 
wick between 1898 and 1935. 

It has been boosted by 42 pieces, includ¬ 
ing vases, tea cups and pots in green and 
orange glazes, donated in legacies from two 
families. 

The donations saw the number of items 
in the collection rise to 350. The first 
legacy was donated in 2009 followed by 
another in 2010, but this is the first time 
items have been put on show alongside the 
permanent display at the museum. 


Councillor Ann Shackleton, Sandwell 
Council leisure chief, said: “We recently 
gained 42 new pieces of the pottery which 
has kindly been donated to us by family 
members after the death of loved ones who 
wished the pieces to go to the museum. 

“We have also brought out of storage 
other pieces that weren’t previously on 
display and now nearly all our collection of 
Ruskin pottery is on public view.” 

Oriental 

The pottery named after artist, art 
critic, poet and social thinker John Ruskin 
was inspired by oriental ceramics and was 
decorated with unusual coloured glazes 
with mottled, flambe or lustre effects 
, mainly on porcelain. It was exported all 
over the world. 

Glaze techniques were a closely guarded 


secret and William Howson Taylor, who 
ran the pottery studio in Oldbury Road, is 
said to have burned all his notes. 

The Holyhead Road museum also tells of 
factory life and workers with many period 
photographs. 

Jane Hanney, museum services 
manager at Sandwell Museums, said: “The 
pieces came from two donors and included 
vases, tea, cups and pots in green and 
orange glazes. 

“It is a big boost to the collection. The 
factory was in business for less than 40 
years so there is a finite number of pieces 
in existence. 

“Traditionally here in the Black Country 
we made things such as chains and compo¬ 
nents for heavy industry, so it is wonderful 
to have examples of such beautiful decora¬ 
tive objects that were created here.”

Stray horses 
may be seized 
by the council 


STRAY and illegally teth¬ 
ered horses in Sandwell could 
be seized by the council after 
more than 50 were identified 
in Tipton. 

The authority last rounded up 
horses from the streets in 2002 
and it is feared a new blitz could 
cost the already cash-strapped 
authority £300,000 a year. 

Officers issued 32 notices over on e 
weekend earlier this month, warning 
owners they had 24 hours to move the 
horses or they would be impounded. 

However, council bosses said horse 
owners are getting around the issue by 
crossing borough boundaries into 
Walsall, Dudley and Wolverhampton. 

Meeting 

Councillors and officers from 
Sandwell and Wolverhampton City 
Councils have been meeting to discuss 
the issue. 

Sandwell’s neighbourhoods council¬ 
lor Derek Rowley said: “The last time 
we used bailiffs to remove horses from 
the streets of Tipton it cost us in the 
region of £25,000 a month. 

“That is £300,000 a year of taxpay¬ 
ers’ money. 

“This pays for the horses to be 
checked by a vet, given any treatment 


they need, transported to stables and 
cared for, as well as the bailiffs’ costs. 

“If they are not claimed then they 
are sold off, but this is just a drop in 
the ocean compared to the bills. 

“The main issue we have is that 
many of the horses are kept on the 
Wednesbury Oak estate and owners 
literally have to move them just a few 
feet and they are over the border in 
Wolverhampton. 

“When they are moved on from 
there they move back to Tipton and 
the whole process starts again.” 

Cllr Rowley said the 2002 crack¬ 
down was effective but the problem 
had “crept back” over the years. 

There is a long tradition of horse 
ownership in Tipton with owners 
including travellers and famlies asso¬ 
ciated with the scrap metal trade and 
the canals. 

Dudley Council is plagued by the 
problem and last month received 400 
calls about stray horses.

“The building had an asbestos roof, so 
the first thing we had to do was move 
the group of people who were watching 
the blaze, as asbestos is carried in the 
smoke. 

“We cordoned off the car park of 
Somerfield. 

Asbestos spits when it burns so we 
also had to cordon off the garden of the 
home next door where it had landed.” 

He added: “This was an arson 
attack. The police have been 
informed.” 

Mr Michael Withers, a 64-year-old 
retired motor mechanic said his son 
raised the alarm after noticing the fire. 

He said: “There was what looked 
like a thick fog. It has ruined one of our 
trees.”

The number at the 
centre each day depends 
on the requirements of 
parents, with different 
age groups using differ¬ 
ent parts of the building.

The report said that 
“overall the quality of 
the provision is out¬ 
standing” and praised 
the commitment of staff. 

It read: “The setting is 
wholly inclusive and 
each child is valued and 
respected. 

Staff are well quali¬ 
fied and totally commit¬ 
ted to ensuring that the 
unique needs of each 


child are clearly identi¬ 
fied and met.” 

Vicky Powell, office 
manager at Tipton Tod¬ 
dlers, said: “We are over 
the moon to receive the 
report which maintained 
our previous ‘outstand¬ 
ing’ status. In nurseries 
you don’t get any 
advance warning that 
Ofsted are coming. 
Inspectors just turn up 
on your doorstep. We 
want to thank everyone 
involved. We couldn’t 
have done it without the 
support of the staff, the 
parents and the commu¬ 
nity. This result proves 
their commitment to 
what we do.” 

The nursery, open 
Monday to Friday from 
7.30am to 6pm, is now 
hoping to develop its 
outside space after being 
given a £6,000 grant 
from Tipton Asda store.

a needle 
teenager 

A THIEF held a needle to the neck of a teenage 
supermarket security guard in Blackheath and 
threatened to stab him if he tried to stop him 
stealing five packets of bacon, a court heard. 

Andrew Rose held the needle six inches away from 
the neck of 17-year-old Iceland worker David Clift 
after pulling the protective tip off with his mouth, 
Warley Magistrates Court heard. Rose, 24, also 
threatened a female security worker at Sainsbury’s in 
Blackheath with a needle. 

He confonted her after she chased him from the store after 
he took a bottle of Baileys liqueur, the court was told. 

Rose last week pleaded guilty to three counts of theft from 
a shop and two counts of common assault. The Sainsbury’s 
incident happened on November 3 and the Iceland incident 
on November 20 last year. 

Miss Jo Taylor, prosecuting, said Rose was spotted trying 
to steal the bacon in Iceland on CCTV. “When he was spoken 
to by Mr Clift, he took out a needle and thrust it towards Mr 
Clift’s neck, stopped six inches away and said he would stab 
him if he tried to stop him.” 

Terrifying 

Speaking after the hearing, Mr Clift, of Blackheath, 
relived the terrifying moment. He said he had been in his 
first job for just nine months when the assault happened. 

The teenager said: “It was so pointless for what he stole 
but I nearly got stabbed. The needle could have had anything 
in it, I could have come off a lot worse. He had that look on 
his face that it didn’t matter to him either way. Afterwards I 
just went round the back and was in tears.” 

Rose committed the crimes after being released from a 27- 
month sentence for robbery given at Wolverhampton Crown 
Court in August 2009. He has been recalled on licence. 

Mr Jason Georgiou, defending, said Rose wanted to take 
responsibility for the crimes with his guilty plea. 

He will reappear before the court on March 1 for sentence.

Museum’s T-rex skullduggery

THE terrifying 
T-rex has been 
brought to life at a 
new exhibition in 
Dudley. 

Sixty-five million 
years after the 
dinosaur walked the 
earth, a 7ft-long 
replica has roared 
into the Black 
Country. Curators at 
Dudley Museum and 
Art Galley found the 
cast of a skull fossil 
in a Cambridge 
warehouse. 

The cast had been 
taken from a famous 
skeleton discovered 
by archaeologists in 
1987, in South 
Dakota, America. 

It is nicknamed 
Stan after amateur 
fossil hunter Stan 
Sacrison who made 
the discovery. Cura¬ 
tors spent £4,800 on 
acquiring the model 
thanks to a legacy 
left in the will of 
former museum 
officer Jane Carney. 
It will take centre- 
stage at the 
entrance to the 
museum, in St 
James’s Road, 
Dudley. 

The museum’s 
operations manager 
John Billingham 
says the model will 
be the centrepiece of 
a new display on 
dinosaurs. 


USERS of a West Bromwich 
care home facing closure met with 
council chiefs to air their views. 

Council-run Warstone House is facing 
closure due to high running costs faced by 
Sandwell Council, which is attempting to 
save £75 million over the next four years. 

The home provides care for people with 
learning difficulties, to give unpaid carers 
— often family members - a break. It comes 
after Government moves to give families 
payments to organise their own respite 
care. A meeting was held at the Salters 
Lane home last week with around 35 
people attending including carers, 
parents and two people using the service. 

Rose Ratcliffe, aged 71, of Grove Vale 
Avenue, Great Barr, uses Warstone House 
to provide care for her son Ian, aged 48, 
who is blind and uses a wheelchair. She 
said: “We all held our hands up to say we 
didn’t want it to go. Council representa¬ 
tives told us they have heard from some 
people to say they want a change in their 
respite care - but these people have 
complex needs and they will not cope if it 
closes.” 

Seventy people with disabilities use the 
centre which employs 31 staff. The council 
is consulting on closure proposals. 


Attack man gets 
his last chance 

A WEDNESBURY man who attacked a 
friend he believed had burgled his home 
has been given a chance to “change his 
attitude”. Daniel Lawley, aged 21, of 
Walton Road, Friar Park, avoided jail 
after Recorder Martin Butterworth said 
he wanted to give him a chance. 

At Wolverhampton Crown Court last 
week Lawley admitted wounding and got 
a 52-week jail sentence, suspended for 
two years. Recorder Butterworth said: 
“This is the last opportunity you will get.” 
Lawley was given two years supervision, 
conditions including six month residency 
at home and attending an alcohol educa¬ 
tion programme.

Certainly it was not 
a good idea to put up the building before 
having a clear vision as to its possible 
uses. 

There was never any possibility of it 
being a school (which Tesco HAVE built), 
or a swimming baths, which could be part 
of a future project.

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Transformation of hall into 
homes is well under way 


THE first phase of 
restoration work to 
Sandwell’s Grade II-listed 
Corngreaves Hall has been 
completed. 

It forms part of a £3 million 
project to bring the building, 
that dates back to 1780, into 
use as homes. The property in 
Cradley Heath has been empty 
for 60 years and has suffered 
damage caused by vandals, 
lead thieves and arsonists 
which has been estimated at 
costing £1 million to put right.

K petrol 
heads, here’s 
the first big 
racing game of 2011 
and it comes from 
French studio Eden, via 
Atari. 

And they’ve stepped up 
a gear, giving the original 
TDU a major overhaul with 
stunning sports cars and 
two vast and scenic real 
world locations. 

It still doesn’t make 
TDU2 the best racing 
game out there; FI 2010, 
Need For Speed Hot 
Pursuit, WRC and Forza 
Motorsport 3 have 
stronger claims. And it 
hasn’t managed to sup¬ 
plant Burnout Paradise in 
my personal affections, 
though TDU2 does remind 
me of it, albeit the new 
game is a slicker beast. 

However, TDU2 is less 
soulless than its prede¬ 
cessor. This time you get a 
story with you being a 
hotel parking valet who 
gets a shot at competing 
in the Solar Crown, a car 
race for seriously rich thrill 
seekers, if you can 
impress a spoilt rich girl 
celebrity by driving her to 
a TV appearance against 
the clock. 

Once that’s accom¬ 


plished you’re off to the 
garage to buy your first set 
of wheels. 

The big pluses com¬ 
pared with the original 
TDU are improved han¬ 
dling skills and the gor¬ 
geous visuals. The 
scenery of dusty Ibiza and 
the lush greenery of the 
Hawaiian island of Oahu is 
very well done and the 
game is played in real 
time, so play long enough 
and you will see the 
setting sun or the dawn. 


The stars are the cars 
and differ with the choices 
of race category. Classic 
sees a choice of iconic 
sports cars from the past, 
such marques as Lotus, 
Lancia, Ferrari, Ford and 
Mercedes Benz. Off-road 
is for such SUVs as Range 
Rover and VW Touareg. 
The Asphalt series has the 
cream of contemporary 
car makes. But you can 
also mix it up by taking on 
challenges with, for 
example, a sports car 
versus a four-wheel-drive 
off-roader over various 
terrains. 

Only a handful of 
famous names have failed 
to come on board, so you 
get a vast choice from 
Aston Martin to Spyker via 
Mustang and Hummer. 
Elegant European sports 
model, American muscle 
car or Chelsea tractor, the 
choice is yours. 

The cars look great and 
are detailed - they come 
with GPS as standard - 
but the one major short¬ 
coming is the lack of 


damage shown if you 
have a mishap. Maybe the 
makers couldn’t bare the 
idea of messing up such 
streamlined metallic 
works of art. However, it 
detracts from the virtual 
reality. 

There are so many 
levels and so many chal¬ 
lenges - including the 
gratifying opportunity to 
win your biggest rival’s 
car - that racers will cer¬ 
tainly get plenty of 
mileage out of this game. 
That’s even before you 
take it online where TDU2 
is likely to be a huge hit as 
a massively open online 
racing game. 

Two Worlds II 
(16, Topware) 

Released by German 
games company Topware 
and Polish developers 
Reality Pump, this Lord of 
the Rings-like sword and 
sorcery role player has 
been a hit on the continent 
with more than a million 
units already shifted. 


It looks good, can be 
rather challenging and, as 
the game goes on, reveals 
a sense of humour. The 
land of Antaloor is often 
beautiful and well worth 
exploring in your quest to 
defeat an evil wizard and 
free your sister from his 
clutches. 

Certainly, Reality Pump 
have massively improved 
on the original which I 
quite liked but I could see 
why lots of gamers found 
it clunky and second rate. 
Let’s be clear, Two Worlds 
II is no Fable. However, it 
is a decent contribution to 
a highly popular gaming 
genre. This is a quest 
worth taking on for those 
with time to spare 
between completing 

Fable III and embarking on 
the forthcoming Dragon 
Age II.

(Tricia Heifer from Battlestar 
Galactica and the quietly intense 


Brian Geraghty) after an ‘open 
house’ viewing to sell her home 
results in a killer hiding in her base¬ 
ment. 

The gruesome twosome - a true 
nympho-maniac and her domi¬ 
nated partner in crime - stab and 
slash every potential rescuer but 
then Alice attempts to form a rela¬ 
tionship with her male captor. 

It’s fairly predictable stuff but 
well done. 

However, the main interest for 
True Blood fans will be hearing 
Moyer using his native English 
accent rather than the southern 
drawl he adopts for HBO’s saucy 
vampire thriller. 


Takers (12) 

This heist thriller reckons it’s 
slick, stylish and cool, but deriva¬ 
tive, cliched and boring would be 
better adjectives. 

A tough detective, played by 
Matt Dillon on auto-pilot, will not 
rest until he brings a gang of cocky 
bank robbers -including Paul 
Walker from Fast & Furious, Tip ‘Tl’ 
Harris from TV’s Entourage and 
Hayden Christensen from various 
Star Wars movies - to justice. 

You’ve probably seen this story 
done before but much better fea¬ 
turing Pacino or De Niro.

Dead Space 2 (18, EA) 

IT’S basically Resident Evil in 
space though developers Visceral 
have taken the space ship location 
of Dead Space and expanded it to 
a whole city, known as The Sprawl. 

Taking elements from the games 
Aliens vs Predator and Resident 
Evil, plus a whole slew of horror 
and sci-fi movie influences - 
chiefly Alien and The Thing - DS2 
efficiently delivers the thrills and 
chills as survivor Isaac Clarke (we 
now see what he looks like), still 
haunted by visions of his dead girl¬ 
friend, must battle an onslaught of 
gruesome new Necromorphs. 

These most unpleasant aliens 
use the bodies of their victims to 
warp and morph into monstrous 
creatures, including acid pukers 
and zombie vampire babies. Not 


nice. There are a range of difficulty 
levels, with the top level being 
insanely hardcore, and you can 
play as the Necromorphs in multi¬ 
player mode. 

It’s tougher than the original and 
more time-consuming for those 
determined to get to the end. But 
by the time you’ve offed the zil- 
lionth Necromorph, you might start 
to yearn for the more rounded 
game experience of a Fallout or 
BioShock. 

Reviewed on Xbox 360 this 
game is also available for PC and 
PS3. 

LittleBigPlanet 2 (7, Sony) 

Still one of the best reasons to 
buy a PS3, the LittleBigPlanet fran¬ 
chise steps up a gear with the 
iconic Sackboy now able to 


fashion all sorts of games, not just 
the 2D platformers of the original 
LBR It allows the gamer to bring 
theirown ingenuity to this colourful 
universe, surely the way to go in a 
gaming world where too often the 
experience is still ‘on rails’. 

Once again, Stephen Fry pro¬ 
vides the voice over as the Story 
Mode takes you through eight 
worlds and around 30 levels, punc¬ 
tuated by bonus levels inspired by 
other game styles. 

Then begins the business of cre¬ 
ating your own levels via the level 
editor. It’s a steep learning curve 
but stick with it to get the most out 
of this game. As for Sackboy, isn’t 
it time he got a few more powers . 
. . maybe that will come in Lit 
tleBigPlanet 3?

M YSTERY writer Agatha 
Christie’s Verdict received its 
World Premiere at Wolver¬ 
hampton Grand Theatre in 1958 
before transferring to the West End - 
the author herself sat in the audience 
on the very first night.

Goodnight Mister Tom, 

Wolverhampton Grand Theatre 

MICHELLE Magorian’s much-loved children’s book 
about a wartime evacuee and the grumpy old man who 
takes him in has great appeal, as shown by the near 
full house on opening night. Thankfully, playwright 
David Wood and director Angus Jackson do it justice. 

From the opening, as a line of children sent to rural 
Dorset to avoid the London blitz march along to their 
new billets to the sound of Gracie Fields song Wish Me 
Luck, the play establishes a past era where children 
say ‘wizard’ and the GP was likely a heavy smoker. 

Oliver Ford Davies is gently impressive as the gruff 
but kind-hearted Mister Tom, a man wounded by the 
loss of his wife and child many years before, who 
recognises a kindred spirit in timid young William 
Beech (excellent young actor Oliver Tritton Wheeler on 
Press night), whose bruises reveal his mother’s abuse. 
All she sends with him is a Bible and a belt to beat 


him with. Mister Tom’s dog, Sammy, is represented 
very effectively in all his sniffing, tail-wagging canine 
character by puppeteer Laura Cubitt. 

There is a fine ensemble to play the village children 
and community stalwarts and Max Longmuir shone as 
ebullient and erudite new best friend Zach. 

Matters take a grim turn when William is called back 
to London by his mother, the set clanking into a 
change from bright open stage to the boy’s dungeon¬ 
like London abode. Aoife Kavanagh’s Mrs Beech is all 
the more chilling, played not as a clear-cut villain but 
as a woman who is clearly seriously mentally ill. 

When Tom and William are finally reunited, it is hard 
to prevent a lump in the throat or a tear in the eye. This 
is the first production from The Children’s Touring Part¬ 
nership, which aims to present high quality children’s 
and family drama. They have certainly succeeded.

WHAT better way to spend Valentine’s Day than with your 
loved one - and the five loveliest ladies in pop. Una, Mollie, 
Frankie, Vanessa and Rochelle even chose their Headlines 
tour to bring the news of a new tour in December. 

But first this one. The concert began with a Duck Soup- 
style Barbra Streisand register of names from people in the 
audience. And from the moment the girls took to the stage 
with the upbeat Higher, the whole place was rocking. There 
was also a rousing finale in the form of Ego. 

In between, all the hits like Up and Work all received a 
rapturous welcome, but for me the best harmonies were 
reserved for Lose Control, Puppet and the Poppy Day 
single Here Standing. 

The quintet - and we all have our favourites - are more 
than just pretty faces. All can sing and there were well- 
choreographed dance moves. They also showed they can 
slow the pace down with a version of the Eminem/Rihanna 
song Love the Way You Lie. Two other Rihanna covers fol¬ 
lowed with What’s My Name and Only Girl. Died in Your 
Eyes saw Una playing guitar. 

Video footage filed in between costume changes - there 
were two of them during the main set - while the girls 
carried balloons on stage for the Comic Relief single I Just 
Can’t Get Enough. Another costume change preceded the 
encore, which before the big Ego finish, featured Forever Is 
Over and Missing You.

The New Alex, Birmingham 

COUNT Arthur Strong is the greatest 
variety star there never was. 

Notwithstanding someone turning 
the New Alexandra Theatre around to 
face the wrong way without telling him, 
the cult comedy star displayed his can¬ 
tankerous short temper and dyslexic 
command of the English language 
along with a constant stream of Mala- 
propisms which make Doctor Spooner 
sounds as erudite as Stephen Fry. 

Rarely sober or in touch with reality, 
the count, as Johnny Vegas said via a 
video screen, has worked with some of 
the biggest names in showbiz, shame 
he upset so many of them. 

Ably hamstrung by sidekicks Terry 
Kilkelly as Malcolm and Renee and 
Dave Plimmer as Alan Leslie, the count, 
aka Stephen Delaney, lets rip on 
anyone called Michael with a verbal 
tirade worthy of Ronnie Barker. 

The count has that rare ability not 
really seen since the days of Tommy 


Cooper et al to stand there doing 
nothing and still have the audience in 
fits of laughter. With his parody of Can’t 
Cook, Ready Steady Bloody 123, 
which never really formulated into a full 
title, he tried his hand at wine tasting 
using his sophisticated Pontius palette, 
who apparently fiddled while Rome 
burned. 

Staggering around the stage like 
some geriatric throwback to the great 
days of variety, the count drags the old 
format kicking and screaming into the 
21st century, lubricating the transition 
with liberal amounts of wine and 
various other alcoholic beverages. 

You haven’t lived until you see him 
act out facing Dracula and keep him 
talking until daybreak sees the 
vampire’s ‘testasticles’ rolling down the 
hill. 

Oh, and should the count offer to let 
you drain his spuds I suggest you 
decline - if you can stop laughing long 
enough.

Director Rodrigo Cortes’s cameras never leave 
the coffin but make a virtue of their limitations as the 
viewer empathises with the kidnap victim's utterly 
terrifying plight... especially when he's put on hold!

AN accomplished Tipton per¬ 
formance was rewarded with 
three points and a return to the 
top of the Midland Alliance 
table. 

This was Tipton’s 14th clean 
sheet in the League this season, 
second only to Loughborough Uni, 
and in truth it never looked like it 
would be any other way with the 
hosts rarely threatening. 

Tipton’s last game, a 1-0 win over 
Biddulph, came at a cost with Ricky 
Baker breaking an ankle and out for 
the rest of the season.

DARLASTON’S Mark Lewis- 
Francis is set to go head-to-head 
with Commonwealth sprint cham¬ 
pion Lerone Clarke in Birming¬ 
ham on Saturday in a rematch of 
their New Delhi final. 

Jamaican Clarke has signed up for 
the Aviva Grand Prix at the National 
Indoor Arena and he will again lock 
horns with Birchfield Harrier Lewis - 
Francis, who he pipped to the gold 
medal in last year’s Commonwealth 
final in India.

They’ll be 
there watching for sure, cheering me 
and the other athletes on. I can’t wait. 
It will be great being up against Mark 
again. He’s a very talented athlete and 


I’ve known him for many years. We’ve 
competed against each other since I 
can remember and to have a rematch 
with him in Birmingham will be a 
special thing. He told me that it’s his 
home town so I should bring my ‘A 
game’. I’m going to have to be well pre¬ 
pared.” 

Clarke is a product of the same 
Trelawny school - William Knibb High 
- that was also attendied by the fastest 
man of all time, Usain Bolt. He is one 
of just a handful of athletes still com¬ 
peting to record a sub-10 second 100m. 

Fellow Birchfield Harrier Kelly 
Sotherton is a step closer to her dream 
of ending her career with a medal in 
the London Olympics after winning 
the 400m at the Aviva Indoor Trials 
and UK Championships. 

The former Olympic heptathlon 
bronze medallist feared she would be 
forced to retire last year after suffering 
a prolapsed disc in her back. It did 
force the 34-year-old to quit the hep¬ 
tathlon and even consider a switch to 
track cycling. But opting for the 400m 
instead looks like paying off after she 
won a first national title on the track 
in Sheffield.

Seaside summit 
is not so special 


WITH so many 
sideshows on a trip to the 
seaside these days it has 
become more difficult to 
concentrate on the star 
attractions. 

A lot of the pre-match talk 
ahead of Villa’s trip to Black¬ 
pool had been on the war of 
words between Gerard Houl¬ 
lier and Ian Holloway over 
Villa’s pursuit of Charlie 
Adam. 

But it was as if Houllier popped 
down to the Blackpool prome¬ 
nade to pick up a kiss-me-quick 
hat on the way to Bloomfield 
Road, such was the warmth of the 
hug he received from Holloway. 

Neither manager appears to be 
the kind who bears a grudge so, 
hopefully, the pre-match gesture 
represents closure on the sorry 
episode from both parties. 

The presence of assistant 
referee Sian Massey on the line 
was also another sub-plot to the 
match. 

Massey returned to the 
Premier League for the first time 
since she was the subject of sexist 
remarks ahead of Liverpool’s win 
at Wolves last month. 

The controversial comments 
led to broadcaster Richards Keys 
and pundit Andy Gray losing 
their jobs at Sky Sports in the 
wake of the scandal. 

And despite the odd unsavoury 
comment from the crowd, the 
young assistant referee acquitted 
herself well. 

She will now hope her work on 
the pitch will be the focus, rather 
than the controversy she unwit¬ 
tingly became embroiled in off it. 

Houllier made two changes 
from the side which drew 2-2 
with Fulham as Nigel Reo-Coker 
replaced Stiliyan Petrov, who 
was rested after his midweek 
exertions for Bulgaria.

He ran straight for goal 
and rounded goalkeeper Richard 
Kingson before cutting inside 
and seeing his slightly mis-shit 
shot go through the legs of a 
Blackpool defender and into the 
net. 

The source of Blackpool’s goal 
was going to be about as subtle as 
the town’s famed illuminations. 

Villa have conceded 11 goals 
from corners this season, which 
is more than any other club in the 
Premier League, while Blackpool 
have scored more than anyone 
else from corners having netted — 
coincidentally —11 times. 

Corner 

So when Adam stepped up to 
take a corner four minutes after 
Villa had taken the lead you 
cannot blame the travelling 
support for fearing the worst. 

His curling delivery to the near 
post was met by the head of Elliot 
Grandin who lost marker Dunne 
and evaded the attentions of 
Ciaran Clark to divert the ball 
home. 

Luke Varney should have put 
Blackpool ahead moments later 
when he got on the end of an 
excellent cross from Villa old-boy 
Marlon Harewood, but he headed 
wide with only goalkeeper Brad 
Friedel to beat. 

Cuellar struggled to check 
Varney’s run and was substituted 
for Collins moments later with it 
later revealed he sustained a 
hamstring injury which will keep 
him on the sidelines for three 
weeks. 

Despite Blackpool’s equaliser, 
it was Villa who were the better 
side for the majority of the first 
half, but as has been so often the 
case this season they failed to 
capitalise on their dominance. 

Villa caused no end of problems 
down the flanks and Stewart 
Downing had two good chances 
before the interval to restore the 
visitors’ lead. 

Makoun showed superb antici¬ 
pation to intercept Craig Cath- 
cart’s pass out of the Blackpool 
defence and he found Ashley 


Young who laid it into the path 
of Downing. 

The England international 
ran towards goal but maybe had 
too long to think about what he 
was going to do and Kingson 
narrowed the angle before 
diverting Downing’s low shot 
behind for a corner with his feet. 

Downing almost scored a 
wonder- goal of his own making 
in the 30th minute, though, when 
he twisted and turned down the 
right flank before creating a 
shooting opportunity for himself. 

He curled a beautiful left¬ 
footed effort which seemed des¬ 
tined for the top-left corner with 
Kingson well beaten but it just 
clipped the post and went wide. 

The second half lacked a lot of 
the tempo of the first period and 
became a lot scrappier as the 
Bloomfield Road surface increas¬ 
ingly looked fit for the donkey 
derby on the beach as the game 
wore in. 

As the pitch deteriorated it 
seemed to affect the way Villa 
played as the players did not 
trust the unpredictable bobble of 
the ball and their passing game 
became more fragmented as a 
result. 

It enabled the home side to 
gather momentum and Dunne 
made a crucial interception 
moments after the break when he 
denied D J Campbell a shot from 
close range. 

Harewood blazed over the bar 
in the 60th minute and Jason 
Puncheon volleyed wide from dis¬ 
tance five minutes later as Hol¬ 
loway’s side pressed for a winner. 

Villa’s task became even more 
difficult 20 minutes from time 
when Makoun was sent off by 
referee Howard Webb for a need¬ 
less lunge at Campbell. 

There can be few arguments 
the Cameroon midfielder 
deserved to see red but it will be 
disappointing for Villa to lose one 
of their most influential players 
until the middle of March. 

Blackpool continued to press 
for a winner but the Villa defence 
stood firm and, indeed, the visi¬ 
tors could feel justifiably 
aggrieved they had a penalty 
shout turned down in the dying 
moments. 

Young broke and appeared to 
be bundled over by Alex Baptiste 
but Webb waved away Villa’s 
claims for a spot-kick and 
ensured the game ended with 
none of the controversy which 
had surrounded its build-up.

“I had 18 games at Fulham,” 
said Hodgson. “Here I’ve got 12 
games so that’s a big difference. 
But I think the similarities are 
palpable in the sense that 
Fulham were not looking in a 
particularly good situation and 
people were talking about rele¬ 


gation and the same is happen¬ 
ing here at West Brom. 

“We’ve got 12 times 95 
minutes and every minute is 
going to count because it’s a lack 
of concentration that costs you a 
goal or a wonderful piece of per¬ 
formance that gets you a goal. 

“That’s what it’s all about and 
what we have to do is make sure 
that in those 12 times 95 
minutes we have given our¬ 
selves the best possible chance.”

Hop on the rollercoaster, Roy 


WELCOME to the Albion, 
gaffer... and yes, it is like 
this every week. 

If Roy Hodgson planned to spend 
his weekend ‘cramming’ with DVDs 
to familiarise himself with his new 
team, he needn’t have bothered. 

Because the Baggies provided their new 
head coach with a 90-minute crash course 
on the enormity of the task he has 
accepted as they played out their season 
in microcosm. 

Purposeful, assured and entertaining 
until just before halfway; nervous, weak 
and disorganised thereafter - Hodgson’s 
first sighting of his side was their entire 
Premier League campaign played out in 
the space of 90 infuriating minutes. 

In 36 years of coaching, Hodgson must 
have developed a resistance to tension 
and frustration. The 63-year-old will need 
every bit of it — and more — as he attempts 
to remould a team that went from sublime 
to the ridiculous as their new boss 
watched from the directors’ box ahead of 
his official takeover. 

If he doesn’t feel his age as he takes the 
reins it’s a safe bet Hodgson will do after a 
few weeks trying to turn an Albion jugger¬ 
naut that is currently hurtling towards a 
grisly fate. 

At half-time, Hodgson must have won¬ 
dered quite why he was needed after the 
Baggies tore their woeful visitors to 
shreds, scoring three goals and creating 
chances for another half a dozen. 

After 90 minutes, however, he was in no 
doubt about the reasons for the Baggies’ 
SOS after a 45-minute horror show that 
posed serious questions of the strength of 
character in the Albion side. 

Hodgson, along with 23,000-plus 
others, watched a team, that had swag¬ 
gered their way to the 35-minute mark, 



wilt before their eyes as the fear of failure 
left limbs paralysed and minds scram¬ 
bled. 

All is far from lost as the new man takes 
charge this week. But even the most opti¬ 
mistic Baggies fan must acknowledge the 
omens are poor as they embark on the 
dozen games that remain available to 
keep their heads above water. 

Caretaker boss Michael Appleton’s first 
matchday in management came and went 
with mixed success for the 35-year-old, 
who is highly regarded by everyone at The 
Hawthorns but will hope time spent 
under Hodgson will help him hone his 
craft. 

His pre-match decisions by and large 
worked a treat. The immediate recall for 
Graham Dorrans was rewarded as early 
as the third minute when the Scot capped 
an eye-catching all-round display with a 
thunderous first Premier League goal, 
lashing a shot into the top corner after 
smart work from Peter Odemwingie. 

And pairing Odemwingie with Marc- 
Antoine Fortune in a new-look 4-4-2 line¬ 
up paid off too, as the strike duo combined 
and Jerome Thomas strolled through a 
static Hammers defence to make it 2-0 
with just seven minutes on the clock. 

But, even with Winston Reid’s own-goal 
giving them a 3-0 half-time lead, the 
interim coaching staff’s in-game alter¬ 
ations just didn’t work. 

The loss of Youssouf Mulumbu to injury 
on 11 minutes left a protective void to fill 
in front of the Baggies’ back four. And, for 
all his attacking prowess, Chris Brunt 
always looked ill-equipped for the task. 

It was difficult to fathom why Paul 


Scharner or Gonzalo Jara - both already 
on the field and with experience of mid- 
field holding - could not fill Mulumbu’s 
boots. 

Nevertheless, Appleton was blameless 
for the mental disintegration that 
unfolded in his team as the admirable 
Scott Parker took control and the 
Hammers made hay. 

Even before the break, the Baggies had 
suffered some scares and, from the 
moment Scharner allowed Demba Ba to 
sneak in for the visitors’ first goal on 50 
minutes, the sense of terror in the Albion 
ranks was palpable. What else but blind 
panic could explain the rangy Frederic 
Piquionne arriving unmarked to tee up 
Carlton Cole to make it 3-2, while Albion’s 
tallest man, Jonas Olsson, stood in a four- 
man wall for a 30-yard Mark Noble free- 
kick? And how else could Noble have been 
allowed 15 yards of open grass to collect 
Wayne Bridge’s short corner and cross for 
Ba to equalise with seven minutes left? 

By the time the final whistle blew, it was 
the previously dominant hosts who were 
holding on. 

As for Hodgson, he retreated to the 
boardroom, where he was spotted in deep 
post-match discussion with chairman 
Jeremy Peace. 

The sponsors’ billboard in front of their 
gantry seats proclaimed proudly ‘we can 
fix it’, but Hodgson will know that repair¬ 
ing Albion’s problems will be easier said 
than done. He was left with six days to 
rouse, rally and reorganise ahead of a 
huge Black Country derby that could go 
some way to deciding the fates of both the 
Baggies and their bitterest rivals. Even 
without the historical and geographical 
significance, Hodgson’s first match in 
charge is simply enormous. Losing is 
unthinkable. Drawing barely an option. 

So, once again, welcome to Albion gaffer. 

And the very best of British.

Hodgson’s clear goal 
is to keep Albion up 


ROY Hodgson insists 
his first game in charge 
of Albion was always 
going be a big occasion, 
regardless of it being 
against Wolves. 

The new Baggies boss’ 
opening challenge is a Black 
Country derby battle on 
Sunday (ko noon), with both 
sides looking for precious 
points - as well as bragging 
rights - in their quest for sur¬ 
vival. But a philosophical 
Hodgson says it was never 
going to be an easy start to his 
Hawthorns reign in the Bar¬ 
clays Premier League no 
matter who they faced. 

“I don't know what team 
you would have named which 
would have eased me gently 
into the job,” he said. 

“It would not have been a 
Carling Cup tie against a 
lower league team because 
they can be the very worse 
way to ease yourself into a job. 

“The Wolves game is an 
extra special one, it adds extra 
spice and importance to the 
occasion, but quite frankly my 
first game would have been a 
big occasion for me and the 
team whatever. 

“I don’t know really 
whether it being Wolves, and 
the game meaning so much to 
everyone, makes it easier or 


more difficult. It will be an 
exciting occasion.” 

Hodgson has been linked 
with the England manager’s 
job in the past. While he is 
always flattered to be linked 
with the role, he says the only 
thing on his mind is establish¬ 
ing the Baggies in the top 
flight for years to come. 

“I have been fortunate 
enough to be mentioned in 
despatches a number of times 
and far as England are con¬ 
cerned and that’s very flatter¬ 
ing,” he added.

“I have always said that if 
the day ever arrived when 
they made the decision at the 
FA that they thought I was the 
right man, I would be more 
than happy to do the job. But I 
don’t have one eye on it, no. 

“I have a very clear personal 
goal, which is to be in the 
Premier League next season 
and then at the start of next 
season, if I have been lucky 
enough to achieve that goal, I 
will have another very clear 
goal. That is making sure I’m 
still there a year later and 
hopefully we have kicked on. I 
don't look beyond that. 

“West Bromwich Albion is 
always a club I've admired 
from afar and respected from 
afar.”
